FORESEE MAIL WAGON CRUSH. 


Postoffice Employes Say Driveway Un- 
der New Building Is Wholly Inade- 
quate and Cobb Refuses Change. 


Henry Ives Cobb's refusal to change the 
plans for the mail wagon driveway under 
the new federal building is expected to cause 
many a clash with the local posta! officials. 
The driveway, as now constructed, is a 
narrow passage, near the west side of the 
building, of even width, extending from 
Jackson boulevard to Adams street, hardly 
wide enough for the passage of two small 
vehicles.

It does not con- 
tain the least trace of jingoism, but con- 
cludes with a carefully phrased paragraph 
saying that “ Germans must make up their 
minds whether the business already created 
hall be protected and extended or per- 
mitted to languish. If the former alterna- 
‘tive is accepted the navy must be increased 
by sufficient cruisers to adequately protect 
trade. 

Concerning the extent of German interests 
in Venezuela the communication says they 
amount ‘to an aggregate of $50,000,000, of 
which, roughly speaking, $15,000,000 is in- | 
vested in railroads and $12,500,000 to $15,000, - 
000 in plantations and productive works. The 
remainder is engaged in trade and in the 
handling of Germian goods. 

With the German cruisers Ariadne, Ama- 
gone, and Niobe going out about Dec. 10, 
Germany will have seven vessels in the West 
Indies. According to present arrangements 
so far as can be learned the stay of all the 
vessels in those waters is indefinite. The 
marine ministry does not indicate what dis- 
position will be made of the squadron after 
the settlement of the Venezuelan contro- 
versy, but it is not unlikely that two cruisers 
will be sent to the Pacific coast, where the 
German flag has not been seen for some time.

odor, which renders them entirely distasteful tq birds as food. Owing to 
this characteristic they are left severely alone. It so happens that another 
race of butterflies, exhibiting no odorous characters and quite distinct from . 
the odorous species, shows so close a resemblance to the evil smelling ones 
that it is well nigh impossible for any one save a practiced entomologist 
to discriminate between them. What follows from this assumption of the 
characters of the odorous insects is elear enough. The nonodorous race is 
protected by reason of its resemblance to the butterflies which the birds 
reject. The latter, deceived by the likeness, reject both races equally. 
This example illustrates to us what is known to biologists as the principle 
of “ mimicry.” 

The insect class is peculiarly rich in this means of defense. There are 
species whose linelike bodies are so like dried twigs that they have appro- 
priately received the name of stick insects.” Even the manner in which 
they hold their legs imitates the branches or slips of twigs; and, lying 
motionless on a plant, the eye of the enemy is deceived. The “leaf in- 
sect&S”’ are more remarkable still. They so closely resemble leaves that 
as they rest amid plant foliage they are perceived only with difficulty, if 
they can be recognized at all. Slow moving insects, they find their defense 
in the mimicry of the leaf. The inhabitants of ‘the tropics where these 
insects occur, struck by this likeness to leaves, imagine that a leaf has 
been actually metamorphosed into the insect. The colors vary, it is said, 
in some species so as to imitate the changing hues of the leaves.

large a part in politics and in the determination of civil and military ap- 
pointments, are largely derivative from the court. The proved inefficiency 
of the war office and of the army is chiefly traceable to these subtle, all 
pervasive social pressures. So far as the officers are concerned the army 
is a social function and not a scientifically ordered organ of the state, The 
same is true of the diplomatic service, and in all assignments of high offices 
of church and state backstairs influence, which is more social than political, 
plays a notoriously conspicuous part. A thorough overhauling of the war 


office, such as is proposed, would bring out these facts with startling clear- 


ness, but for this reason such an overhauling will not take place. England’s 
real military efficiency is well nigh hopelessly crippled for reform by the 
parasitic hold which“ society“ has got upon the army. It is of course diffi- 
cult directly to cgnnect much of this ineffigiency with the existence of a

The art of concealment by a near approach to surroundings is, of 
course, a familiar enough feature of animal life around us.

rium tank requires a close examination to detect it, and cuttlefishes often 


exhibit a power of assimilating themselves temporarily to different hues 
or shades of background So universal, indeed, is this feature of life that 
ene might almost postulate a doctrine, of sympathy as an explanation of 
the marked relatiénship which exists between life and its environment. 
Further, we find illustrations of devices which are remarkable by 
reason of their ingenious nature. These, indeed, involve what we may 
call a high order of instinct. Spider crabs show the habit of rolling them- 


-selves in seaweed, that they may attach to the spines of their shells the 


fronds of the weeds. Thus decorated, and lying low, like Br'er Rabbit, 
they escape attack because of their acquired resemblance to stones covered 
with marine vegetation. It would be interesting could we trace the be- 
ginnings of such a habit. Doubtless there would be found all stages in 
its evolution, and the animal is quick to benefit by the lessons of experi- 
ence, when, especially, some habit is found to tend to its advantage, and 
to give it some aid in the struggle for existence. A certain species of 
hermit crab, ensconced in the cast off shell of a whelk, is always found 
with a ‘sea anemone mounting guard on the shell. Like Sindbad with the 
Old Man of the Sea on his back, the crab travels about with his companion,

HE other day, when the high plent! 


potentiaries of the United States and 


the republic of Chile signed a treat 
at Santiago tor the mutual — 
tion of fugitives from justice,“ there 
disappeared from the city of Santiago, as if 
by magic, a colony of Americans who had 
long been important, if not conspicuous, 
ornaments of that pleasant\Mttle capital: 
They were Americans of no recognized occu- 
pation, who were notabie chiefly for the fact 
that they seemed to have plenty. of. money 
and were always insanely eager to seize 
upon and greedily devour the latest news- 
papers from the domain of Uncle Sam. As 
a rule they were well behaved and inoffensive 
persons, who flocked together and mingled 
little in the social life of the city. 

These Americanos, in truth, were nothing 
more nor less than fugitives from American 
justice. Until the new treaty was signed 
the other day, Uncle Sam had no adequate 


agreement with Chile for the extradition ’ 


of criminals. In consequence, if an abscond- 
ing American bank cashier, or legisiative 
poodier, or wealthy’ man slayer, reached 
Santiago he was practically safe. The au- 
thorities home might offer rewards for 
him. and pt. him to return with all sorts 
bf bait, but with a comfortaple balance in 
the bank he could loll at his ease upon the 
veranda of the hytel in the plaza—and wish 
that the next steamer northward might bear 
him United: States-ward 


Many Places of Refuge. 
All over the world there are odd corners 
like this, where,fugitives from justice may 
live In peace and security, if not in content- 


ment. 
The extradition treaties with Canada 


(made through. England. of course) and with 


Mexico are flimsy and ineffectual. This was 
shown in the case of the latter agreement 
but a few months ago, when J. K. Murrell, 
the St. Louis boodler, sought refuge across 
the Mexican line. He was tracked and found 
by @ St. Louis newspaper man, Frank R. 
O'Neill, but even after his hiding place was 
revesied, and his allas was torn away, it 
was impossible to secure hie return to St. 
Louis until O Neill induced him to make the 
Journey voluntarily: 

The United States has been always chary 
of making hard and fast treaties with South 
and Central American republics, because of 
the fact that the latter, when treaties exist, 
are continually making efforts to secure the 
return of political offenders. 


‘Safety Spots for Criminals. 


There are scores of little nations: with 
which the United States has no treaties at 
all Abyssinia is one, and were an American 
fugitive to reach Addis Ababa he might re- 
main there the rest of his life without fear 
of molestation. In the West Indies are two 
republics in which the American evil doer is 
almost as securely safe. One is Hayti and 
the other te Santo Domingo. Both are usu- 
ally so torn by revolutions that the existing 
government is almost unrecognigabie. In 
consequence both are favorite resorts for 
American adventurers and fugitivee of the 
more enterprising sort. One American, who 
left New Orleans inconspicuously because of 
a little difference With the law, rosé to high 
rank in the Haytian army, and was eventu- 
ally killed in a fight with revolutionists on 
the Dominican border. 

The little republic of San Marino, in the 
south of Europe, is another secure strong- 
hold for American fugitives. But it is so 
small that the average evil doer does not 
geek it out for fear that he may toss in his 
sleep and roll over its frontier into Spain. 
And far to the eastward there is Sarawak, in

A and Africa Still Open. 


Were he to be a darigg knave, an American 
Whgitive. might find safety, at least from 
American justice, in a dozen or more of the 
queer nations of central Asia—though it 
is more than likely that the natives would 
goon finish him. In Afghanistan the ameer 
would be glad to see him, and in Beloochistan 
the rulers of the state would treat him as a 
distinguished visitor. In Thibet proper, he 
would be under the eye of the Chinese au- 
thorities, but outwardly Thibet is not Chinese 
territory, and the treaties with China do 
not affect it. 

High upon the central Asian tableland are 
perched Kafristan and Turkestan, ‘neither 
of which recognizes even the existence of 
the United States. Southeast of Arabia is 
the independent kingdom of Oman, and to- 
ward the north are Bokhara and Khiva, vas- 
sals of Russia, but still not affected by Rus- 
sian treaties. And in Africa there is the 
vast expanse of the Congo Free States—un- 
healthy, maybe, but still safe. In the west 
are Borum and Waday, independent king- 
doms, and Kanem and Bogirmi,'no man's 
lands.

TDAHO_LANDS 0 BE PLACED 


Company Formed at Salt Lake City 
Expects to Make Fertile 271,000 
Aerea, Secure Pewer, and Build an 
Electric Line—Project Is the Third 
in Importance of the Kind in the 

| World — Shoshone Falls Will Be 

Used to Aid the New 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Nov.29.—{Special. }— 
The largest irrigation project-in the United 
States, and the third in scope in the world, 
has been launched in Salt Lake City. Al- 
though local capital is largely interested, 
the land to be reclaimed is along the Snake 
river, in Idaho, and the tract. is 271,000 
acres in extent. 

The principal shareholder in the new com- 
pany is F. H. Buhl of Sharon, Pa., who today 
purchased control. The other principals in 
the deal are 8. B. Milner and Frank Knox, 
local capitalists, and I. B. Perrine, a wealthy 
ranch owner at Blue Lake, Idaho. 

The scheme includes the building of two 
immense canals, the development of horse 
power at Shoshone Falls, and the building of 
an electric railroad forty-five miles long 
from the Oregon Short Line railroad at 
Shoshone to the two towns. The land is to 
be taken up under the Carey act, and a con- 
tract for its. reclamation has already been 
made with the state of Idaho. 
ue area to be recovered includes the tract 
which. was set aside a couple of years ago 
for a national park, because of its beautiful 
scenery. Pressure was brought to bear on 
the interior department to rescind the order, 
and this was done. 

The Twin Falls Land and Water company 
was organized and arrangements entered into 
for the reclamation of the land, but the 
project was left to slumber until recently. 
A deal was closed today, however, by which 
Mr. Buh! and his associates will put $1,500,000 
into the project, building the two canals and 
making valuable for agricultural: purposes 
an area of land one-third as great as the en- 
tire state of Rhode Island. 

Under the terms of the Carey act, this land 
must be sold in tracts not greater pega 
acres each. 

There are only two irrigation . 
in the world which are greater than this. One 
is in Egypt and the other in India. The 
land in this instance is bought from the state, 
developed by private capital, and sold at a 


price fixed by the state.

STRIKE FOR FREE SUNDAY. 


CLERES READY TO FORCE ISSUE 
ON CLOSING MOVEMENT. 


Nineteen Lodges Will Vote This Week 


Whether They Will Refuse to Work 
on the Sabbath—Unions Have 3,500 
Members and Think They. Are 
Strong Enough te Make Deter- 
mined Stand — Expect ER from 
Teamsters. 


The union clerks of Chicago will face the 
Sunday closing proposition squarely for the 
first time this week, when the members of 
the nineteen local lodges in the city will vote 
whether they will refuse to do/any work on 
Sunday. 

The organizations include 8,500 members, 
and the officers beiieve that they have suffi- 
cient power to enforce their action should 
the majority of the clerks. decidé to take it. 
Up to the present time they have. worked 
hard for Sunday closing, and have made it a 
feathre of every agreement between the 
unions and the einployers. Hundreds of 
union clerks have gone to work every Sunday, 
however, because their employers refused to 
agree to the Sunday closing provision, and 
the clerks did not have the strength to en- 
fcrce it. 

The success that has attended the crusade 
of the union along Milwaukee avenue during 
the last week has encouraged the men so 
much that they are preparing to take the 
long talked of action of declaring against 
any Sunday work whatsoever. They say 
that no matter if their employers Keep open 
on Sunday, they will refuse to help in any 
way. It is believed that lockouts and strikes 


probably will attend the rule if it is adopted 


generally. 

The clerks are prepared to enlist the full 
strength of their new allies, the teamsters, 
in the Sunday closing movement. There wi 
be little of the general crusade work by 
crowds of clerks along the streets, but scouts 
will patrol all business districts, during the 
day and make a list of the places remaining 
open. These will be given to the joint coun- 
eil of the teamsters Tuesday. evening for 
action. It is hoped that the teamsters may 
place these places on the unfair list and 
shut them off from supplies. 

Union labor and the religious bodies will 
come together on Thursday evening, when 
representatives of fifteen religious denomi- 
nations will meet at the Congregational 
church at Park avenue and Robey street to 
discuss the question: What can the 
churches do to help out the Sunday closing 
movement?” The meeting will be presided 
over by the Rev. Roy B. Guild, and ad- 
dresses will be made by R. J. Conway and 
T. F. Johnson, representing the clerks’ 
unions.

The first tale, which gives the book its title, 
tells dramatically the story of some un- 
known musician who had charmed Paris and 
Vienna, but had lost all fame through his:

In his The Recollections of a Player” 
(Century company) the veteran actor, James 
H. Stoddart, recalls the vicissitudes and joys 
that have come to him in his seventy years’ 
experience upon the stage. This sterling 
and popular actor made his first appearance 
as a player when only 5 years old. He came 
of a Yorkshire family and his parents were 
both on the stage, as were also his brothers. 
After the varied experience among the cir- 
cults of England and Scotland, playing many 
parts each week, he finally appeared in the 
larger cities and continued, steadily improv- 
ing, until 1854, when he came to America. 
He has nothing but praise for his treatment 
in this country and the warmest words for 
his many, Many colaborers.

LOANS LARGELY INCREASED Au 
THE RESERVE CUT DOWN. 


Syndicate Operations During the 
Week Supposed to Have Had 
Something to Do with the Unfa- 
vorable Showing—Chicago Clear. 
ings for November Slightly Below 
Those of a Year “Ago—Local Stocks 
Dull, but Tone Generally Is Steady. 


The New York bank statement issued yes- 
terday was not at all to the liking of the bulis 
in the stock market. Instead of the ex- 
‘pected deerease in loans there was an in- 
crease of over $11,500,000 in that item, and 
this, together with a net loss of about 52.000, 
000 in lawful money holdings and a gain of 
u little more than $8,000,000 in deposits, 
pulled the surplus reserve down $3,743,675. 
The total surplus reserve now stands at 
515.780, , or only about $2,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the figures reported on the corre- 
sponding date last year. | 

Most of the large Wall street houses, in 
commenting on the statement in dispatches 
to their Chicago correspondents, freely ad- 
mitted that the showing was a disappoint- 

ing one. One explanation of the increase in 
loans was that it was due to the syndicate 
payments made in connection with the issue 
of new Baltimore and Ohio stock, and doubt- 
less that had something to do with it. The 


total of deposits, however, is now only about 


$4,000,000 in excess of the total loans, and 
this is one of the features of the report that 

‘ @ good many traders are viewing with some 
apprehension. The margin between deposits 
and loans, instead of widening, is again get- 
ting ‘narrower, and is construed as meaning 
that further liquidation of speculative loans 
will be necessary. 

The decrease in cash was expected. Al- 
though the interior movement of money 
cut little figure either way with the banks 
last week, the treasury absorbed a large 
amount, and apparently this process of ab- 
sorption will continue for some time longer. 
Bankers say there is no prospect whatever 
that the banks will receive any considerable 
amounts of money from the west and south 
before the latter part 6f December, and some 
are of the opinion that the return move- 
ment of funds is likely to be delayed beyond 
that time. .

Line of $600,000 Being Placed on New 
Rock Island and Lake Shore 


Insurance is being placed on the street to 
the amount of $600,000 on the new Rock Island 
and Lake Shore depot as a buikiers’ risk. 
When the structure is completed insurance 
to the amount of $1,000,000 or more will be 
carried. The present insurance is placed 
with the 80 per cent coinsurance clause, and 
runs to the two rallroad companies and Grace 
& Hyde, the contractors, as their interest

Anthropologists. Height 
Is Due to Acromegaly a 
Is Monstrous. 


NTHROPOLOGIS TS Who have been 
studying giants declare that great 
height, or gigantism,, is a disease; or, 
at least, an abnormal condition. Some 
recent authorities are identifying it 
with acromegaly, or enlargement of the ex- 
iremities, a deformity marked by huge jaws,. 
hands, and feet, and often by a humped back. 
It has been shown that abnormal stature is. 
Aten followed by this condition, which may 
be only a later stage of the same malady. 
A paper on giants has just been read by M. 
Henry Meige before the congress of alfenists 
and neurologists in Paris, and is translated 
ap follows in the Literary Digest: The au- 
thor, at the outset, recalls the fact thet an 
original genius once had a plan to encourage 
marriages between individuals of ‘gigantic 
stature. Did he realize that he would thus 
be encouraging the perpetuation of a mon- 
strosity?

In fact, M. Meige shows that 
gigantism is really a monstrosity and a dis- 
Observations of giants, collected by 
tific investigators, show the frequency 
of physical and mental anomalies among 
em.

stigmata of degeneracy. Marcel Dounat 
eaw at Milan a giant who slept in two beds 
placed end to end; but this long man could 
not stand upright. William Evans, the gi- 
gantic porter of Charles I., was without 

strength; the porter of Cromwell, also a 
ant. wae confined in a lunathc asylum. The 
Irishman O’Brien was like ‘a huge sick 
ehild that had grown too quickly.’ These 
ezamples could be multiplied. ey show 
that degenerative symptoms of ali sorts, 
accidents that really deserve to be called 
pgthologic, are the most frequent attend- 
atte of ‘individuals of colossal etature. 

Although there are exceptions, yet the 
individual of great stature who is well con- 
stituted physically and pseychically is rare. 
The rule is precisely the reverse. : 


Suffer from Headrches. 


„Not taking bony deformattons into con- 
sideration, the observer cannot but be struck 
with the similarity of the general symptoms 
that have been noted in giants and in 
suffering from acromegaly; headache, pain in 
the legs, sexual torpor, muscular weakness, 
varicose veins, abundant sweat, abnormal 
thirst, change of color of the skin, troubles 
of the sense organs, a low physica! and men- 
tal tone, etc. In all these particulars gi- 
Sartism and acromegaly tend to similarity. 

“There are: giants who never become 
acromegalic; there are acromegalics who are 
not of great stature. But in numerous cases 
giants become acromegalic. 

“ Messrs. Brissaud and Henry Meige have | 
already insisted on the relationsh.p of these 
two abnormalities. According to P. Marie, 
acromegaly and gigantism are not identical 
pathologic states, but acromegaly is one of 
the factors of giantism. Nevertheless, 
Sternberg’s statistics show that half the 
giants are acromegalic. 

“There are serious reasons for believing. 
that gigantism and acromegaly are only two 
successive stages of the same development 
trouble. M. Meige maintains that gigantism 
shows itself in the period of growth and 
acromegaly when this period has ended. In 
numerous observations the appearance of 
the first symptoms of acromegaly was pre- 


. * ceded by a period of rapid growth in stature,, 


sometimes gigantic. In other words, a tend- 
ency to gigantism often precedes acromegaly. 
Besides, when acromegaly has once e&tab- 
lished itself it may be that no appearance 
of gigantism remains; the has been 
reduced by deformations 

column. 


Sometimes Is Hereditary. 

“Another argument ia that there are a 
great number of observed cases of acrom- 
egaly. when great height has been shown to 
exist in ancestors or relatives. 

“Finally, cases have been reported where 
acromegaly, as is often the case with gi- 
gantism, is hereditary. 

“M. Meige believes that all these observ- 
ations tend to show that giants are par- 
ticularly apt to become acromegalic. Al- 
though not fatal, this destiny nevertheless 
ought to be taken into ration; for, 
not to mention the general disorders of 
which ac lies are sometimes victims, 
it‘ is not desirable that we should seek to 
' propagate a race with deformed faces, huge

Therefore, young lovesick 
couples, young students failing to pass their 
examination after years of study, and young 
men and women who have become saturated . 
with the modern literature of the Schopen- 
hauer, Nietzsche, and Kant Schools, or who 
go to witness night after night the suicidal 

blem plays at the leading theaters of 
Helm, steal away to the romantic sec.usion 
of Grünewald, of Muggel sea, with its sylvan 
like surroundings, Havel lake, where ghosts 
ere still supposed to flutter over the water, 
and to Schiachten sea, there to seek an un- 
timely end. . 

Hern is once more afflicted with an . 
demie ot suicide. Medieal and pathological 
congresses with which the eminent late, Prof. 
Virchow was associated have held academ- 
ical discussions as to the causes of this re- 
markabie- increase in suicides among the 
young people. Not long ago the body of a 
_ young, rising architect was recovered from 
one of the surroundigg lakes, and the news- 
papers briefly chronicied his death as due 
to“ geistes störung,“ an elastic and generally 
applied description when the doctors cannot 
discover any other motive. Several days 
after the suicide of the young architect the 
body of Another young man was found in a 
compartment of @ raliway train bound for 
Berlin. Letters discovered on his person re- 


- vealed that the two suicides had been chums, 


and had decided in common to seek relief in 
death because, as one line of the letter indi- 
cated, “the world, with its selfishness, its 
trivialities, and its atmosphere crushing out 
the nobest instincts of the soul, compel us to 
seek the worid vonder.“ 


Influenced by Morbid Literature. 

Another recent case which revealed the 
poisonous influence of the modern stoicism 
of German philosophy and literature was 
recently concluded in a criminal court. A 
young student, attending the Berlin Royale 
university, and a member of the class of 
philosophy and jurisprudence, had murdered 
his sweetheart in a most atrocious manner. 

e had literally slashed the body to pieces. 
Jpon the remains he had strewn roses and 
evergreens, which he had brought from the 
woods after committing his crime. When 
nightfall came he locked his room and wan- 
dered forth into the forests, roamed about 
all night in the darkness, and next morning, 
haggard and wiid-eyed, he walked invo the 
police station and boldly informed the ser- 
geant sitting at the desk of what he had 
done. Officers were dispatched to the scene 
of the murder and there found the remains 
of the young Siri who had jilted him and 
was about to have given her hand to another.

Lake toward it. His philosophy simply is 
against taking two bites at the same dinner. 

Naturally this pecullarity on the part of 
Mr. Lake suggests the desirability of Mr.

Fisher was committed back to jail to await 
a final determingtion. The mother of the 
girl he murdered was one of his regular vis- 
itors, and even sent him flowers, saying that 
her grief for the loss of her daughter did not 
overweigh her sympathy for the misfortune 
and sorrows of young Fisher. 

One of the favorite haunts of young sui- 
Sides is the small, quiet lake near Castle 
Grünewald. On a slight promontory over- 
looking the dark sheet of water is Castle 
Grünewald, an old castle constructed in the 
sixteenth century, but remodeled since then 
and used by officers of the Beflin garrison 
as a hunting lodge during the hunting sea- 
son in fall. Otherwise the old ruin is degert- 
ed and neighbors claim still to see at the win- 
dows the white figure of a beautiful woman 
who disappeared suddenly. It was claimed 
that the beautiful Lady Marjorie was mur- 
dered and her remains buried in the subter- 
ranean regions of the old castle. but never 
was there any actual ‘proof of this, and the 
court continued its feativities and gayeties 
in the salons overhead. The old castle was a 
favorite rendezvous for bands of robbers who 
held way in Grünewald and the highways in 
the suburbs of Berlin. But these nests have 
been broken up by the vigilance of police. 
Nevertheless the romantic old-ruin has often 
served after that for duels, and behind the 
protecting walis inclosing the schloss duel- 
ists fought with pistols or swords safe from 
interruption. The superstition of the neigh- 
bors is still such that no one dares to wander 
too close to the schioss at nighttime, so that 
those contemplating suicide are safe trom 
intrusion. ‘ 


{ 
Periodical Epidemics of Suicide. 

A few days Ago the correspondent of a 
Paris journal was wandering leisurely along 
the banks of the little lake near the schloss 
when he saw hair floating upon the sur- 
face. Entering a rowboat near by he made 
a closer Inspection and discovered the body 
of a beautiful young girl stand ng upright 
in the water and having evidentiy walked 
out until the waters closed over her head. 
She was fashionably dressed, but with no 
papers to show her identity. Several days 
later the remains were identified at the 
morgue by the parents, who raid that she 
had suffered disappointment in love. 

Last Thursday a young couple were dis- 
covered lying deed in each other's anne ia 


Griinewald. Lettérs discovered showed that 
they had premeditated this end together 
because the parents of the young man would 
not consent to their marriage. The average 
young German js loyal to his parents and 
their commend is often his law. Such a 
family tragedy occurred, not long ago in 
Moabit, where the parents were strongly 
religious and had placed great hopes upon 
their son, who. was to study for the’ minis- 
try. Instead, the young “ candidat theo- 
log determined to assume another profes- 
sion, and one day introduced his sweetheart 
as his intended wife. There wag ascem:, and 
next morning the remains of the young man 
were taken from Schlachten sea, near this 
city. When his flancée was queried as to the 
motive of the young man ‘wdeath she laughed 
and said: 

“He was a young . He bought me 
clothes and jewels and we had a pleasant 
time. But he had such stupid parents. I'm 
sorry he did it.“ 

Popular indignation is now and then 
aroused to a high pitch by the remarkable 
number of such tragedies, and ministerial 
synods adopt resolutions clamoring for re- 
strictive laws. For in Berlin the pious and 
religious element has been pushed back by 
the modern sképtical’ “philosophies ‘taught 
the young’ and by the socialfstic’ doctrine 
with which-Berlin is permeated. ° 


Wages Too Small for Marriage. 

One other prime cause of suicide is the 
excessively'small wages paid: to young men 
‘who have devoted man years. to studying 
their professions. With such an income 
they are: unable to- enjoy the comforts: of 
wedded lite. Among these there are gov- 
ernmen nd r employés, who may work 
diligently’ uhtil they are 40 and 48 years old 
before the grade to which they are pro- 
moted by the ciyil service rules affords them 
a sufficient income to become married. Con- 
sequently, the“ verhältnis system 
come a recogniged institution, sanctioned. by 
custom and not followed with penalties. . 

The recent mortuary “statistics of the city 
of Berlin reveal as usual a large number of 
student suicides. Here‘ it is that’ one en- 

counters one ‘of the gravest ilis‘of: modern 
Germany. - Imagine a- young man of high 
strung. nature studying from his,13th to his 
30th year and passing thraugh all the suc- 
‘cessive grades, the primary school, the gym- 
nasium, the preparatory university, the royal 
university. and then filing his papers with 
the officials appoirited to test his qualifica - 
tions before the title of doctor of medicine, of 
law, or of philosophy, etc.; is bestowed, and 
then being réjected because of the exceeding- 
jy severe requirements. Fully half their 
lives have been. devoted to study without od- 
taining a penny of income and spe ding their 
youth in study, while the proportion of syCc- 
‘cessful candidates is amall as compared with 
those who are rejected and must try over 
again or seek some other occupation. Some 
are unable to endure the disgrace of a failure 
at examination and commit suicide: 

The average young German ie a serious 

minded young philosopher who has not 
much use for mysticiem and religion of the 
orthodox kind. There is perhaps no other 
nation in ‘which the young, unmarried 
maidens are so prone to be swayed by senti- 


ment as in Germany. All this is rolific

EAR TRACKS will represent Fall 
River county in the Kum Dakota 
house of : epresentatives, haying been 
elected on the republican ticket by a 
majority of fifty-eight over Ris old 
fusion opponent, Capt. .William P. 

Bear Tracks ia his E.dian name, 
ah tribe of the Sioux Nation. “Doc”

He probably is the only Indian 1 gislator 
in any state in the union, and promises to be 
the most interesting and unique character 
at Pierre, the capital of South Dakota, this 
winter. 
in Hot Springs, S. D., but in his varied life 
of fifty-eight years he has fcllewed many 
lines of bu The most interesting and 
exciting period of his life, he says, was from 
1876, to 1882, when he was a prospector and 
miner in and near Deadwoc d. when the placer 
mining in the hills was at its height. During 
these yecrs he made and dropped several 
fortunes, when it was as easy to do one a the 
other, <nd not difficult.to do either, He has 
shaken hands and played poker with Wild 
Bill, and was one of the posse that pursned 
that picturesque character's murderer: he 
nas drunk with Calamity Jane, whom he 
of as Jennie;” as the sheriff of Cus- 
ter county he posse that pur- 
sued and finally captured “ tame 
the most netorious bandit and stage rob- 

per of the Black hills.

K is whispered that Bear Tracks 
took advantage of a Christmas incident at 
Hot Springs in 1884 to undermine his polit- 
ical opponent and personal friend in the 
last election.

Bear Tracks’ Christmas Party. 
Tracks concluded a,Christmas party neces- 
fary and asked the boys to come to his log 
cabin.

A year tater I found a little three room 
fat, which 1 furnished for 823.

I was quite proud 
of myself. In three months I was obliged 
to return to the town where I had previously 
been working. and I sold my furniture for 
$15 to another young man, who gave me his 
Note for that and $3 he borrowed of me. I 
have that note still. But even counting that 
I lost the furniture that cost me $25, that 
was only $2 a week for the twelve weeks I 
used it. and my board and lodging cost me 
but $66 a week, all told. 

Certainly I was getting on as an economist. 

The next time I came to Chicago I had just 
been married. In view of my past experi- 
ces, I strongly opposed my wife's desire 
to board.

that is little Mercury. Taking the density 
of the earth as 1, that of Mercury is 1.26. No 
other member of the solar system, not even 
the sun Itself, can compare with our globe in 
weight. Jupiter, the largest of all the plan- 
ets, is 1,400 times as big as the earth, but 
only 800 times as heavy. 


heaviest, bulk for bulk, of all the planets, 

of being nearest the sun. But in all other | 
respects the earth beats it. Mercury is only 
three times as big as the moon. It has little 
or no atmosphere, and, therefore, equally lit- 
tle water. Worse than all, it seems fairly 
certain that it no longer revolves on its exis 
like our planet, but resembles the moon in 
turning one face always towards the sun. 


Is not, as is usually imagined, Mars, but 
Venus. We can see the atmosphere of Venus 
during its occasional transits across the 
sun's disk. Venus also resembles the earth | 
early in size and weight. 


compared with our world. Its axis is tilted 
in a most surprising fashion, with results 
that can hardly be pleasant for her inhabi- 
tahts. The ‘arctic regions must be consid- 
erable in extent, and there a blazing day of 
half a year must be succeeded by a night of 
unparalleled cold of the same length. Ig her 
tropical regions cold and heat must also suc- 
ceed one another with startling suddenness. 
Her temperate zones must suffer from sim- 
flarly severe changes, making a

Neither Mercury nor 
Venus has any moons at all.

No Animals in Saturn. 


Great as are the earth’s advantages over 
yapiter, Saturn suffers still more in com- 

parison. It is precteally certain that Saturn 
is destitute of animal life. It is no less 
than 745 times as big as this earth, and yet 
weighe only ninety times as much. It is; 
indeed, only three-fifths as heavy as its bulk 
of water. Any one moving to Saturn, there- 
fore, from this earth would be unable to 
keep afloat, even were he the best of swim- 

mers. Saturn must,. indeed, be in a liquid 
condition, for astronomers watching this 
planet have often noticed that it constantly 
changes shape. One side of it will bulge out 
as much as four to five hundred miles. We on 
thie earth get just ninety times as much 
heat and light as Saturn has from the sun, 
and all Saturn's moons, eight in number, 
cannot make up for the deficiency, for their 


As for Uranus and Neptune, they are so 
far away that our knowledge of them is lim- 
ited. Uranus must, indeed, be a dreary 
Its year its eighty-four of our 
years. Its axis slopes much, and its win- 
ters, at least forty-two years long. must be 
appalling. At the height of its summer the 
gun looks but 1-800th as big as it appears 
to us.

The day of that miracle is annually com- 
memorated throughout and every 
respectable -householder sacrifices his sheep 
in circumstances and surroundings which 
are absolutely those of the Old Testament. 
In one direction it ts possible that the sub- 
jects of Mulai Abd el Aziz IV. of Morocco 
have gone beyond any point reached by the 
Canaanites; they know more of tyranny, 
corruption, and oppression in the adm 
istration of their beautiful land. What we 
westerners call corruption is the fiber of ev- 
ery root and branch of the absolute despo- 
tism which rules Morocco. From his youth- 
ful Shareeflan. majesty under the royal para- 
sol to the meanest city gate beggar in all 
sunset land every man buys place, sells hon- 


or, and, according. to European notion, © 
cheats 


over every 
Country of Ups and Downs. 

At this moment there lives a Moor named 
Hadj Abd el Kareem, known intimately to 
the present writer, whose father was a 
boughten slave, and who himself is now a 
peddier of water in the market place. Abdel 
Kareem has once held one of the highest offi- 
cial positions in the land, and twice he has 
been the honored, feared, and wealthy gov- 
ernor of a large province. Once he has been 
bastinadoed within an inch of his:life (he 
stood 800 strokes), twice he has 
for a period of several years in dark and 
fetid country dungeons, and twice he has 
been submitted to torture in order that a con- 
fession might be wrung from him of the 
whereabouts of his secreted treasure; on the 
first occasion his right eye was destroyed 
by the lid being pierced with a fishhook sus- 
pended from a beam at such a height that the 
unfortunate man had to stand on his toes 
to avold the dragging out of the eyelid, and 
on the second occasion he lost his right hand 
by having it slit open and balled up with sand 
in a strip of bullock’s hide. 

Understand this man has never been 
charged with any offense against the laws of 
the land; he has never been tried in any 
court; and even as he has been ruined by 
those given power over him, so has he him- 
self ruined many over whom he was given 
power. And in Morocco this man’s career is 
not ‘considered at all remarkable. 


Ways of the Assaseen. 


In this one nominally independent strip of 
the dark continent 4:1 official positions of 
every sort and rank are obtained quite 
openly by purchase. To purchase the gov- 
‘ernorship of a given province means to ac- 
quire the right of extorting from the people 
of that province every farthing that can 
be ground out of them, by fair means, by 
force, or by such foul methods as torture 
and starvation.- Out of this a certain annual 
tribute must be sent to his Shareefian maj- 
esty, lord of all the faithful, maker and 
breaker of all officials. In the same way, to 
be a guard or policeman (the word in use is 
Assaseen, from which, naturally, we derive 
our assassin) implies, not the holding of a 
post bringing in a salary of so much a month, 
but merely that one is a licensed extortioner 
and rogue, within the limits of petty ar- 
ceny. As, for example, the pasha of a town 
sends two of his @ssaséen to arrest a certain 
citizen who is suspected of the crime of pos- 
sessing secreted savings. Those Assaséen 


may not attempt to force his treasure from 


the citizen for themselves. That is meat for 
their master. But usage says they may and 
will extort what they.can from the man—a 
handful of silver, say—with threats of rough 
treatment or promises of favor. That is 
their business, and its rewards are under- 
stood to be their sole source of income. 
Habeas corpus is, of course, unknown in 
Al Moghreb. A judge’s dictum usually runs 
in this. wise: Take him to the prison or

sponsible official. And this, whether the 
crime be the most dastardly kind of mur- 
der or the merest bagatelle, or nothing at 


all beyond the misfortune of being judged 


a prospering man with a nest egg worth 
plundering. 


Hardships of Prison Life. 


While in prison—and you will bear in mind 
that the best and the worst of men are 
equally unable to avoid the risk of impris- 
onment at any time—a man is given noth- 
ing whatever by the authorities if there is 
a friend within reach who can be induced to 


supply as much as a piece of bread per day. 


If, on the other hand, a prisoner should 


prove to be absolutely friendless (a state 


of things fortunately rare among all 


primitive people) the authorities allow him 


one bran loaf, the shape and size of an 
English bath bun, each day. And that is 


all. For water, Moorish prisoners depend 


upon the doorkeeper of their prison, who 
usually supplies two skinsfull per diem paid 
out of pennies taken from incoming and 
outgoing prisoners. The doorkeeper, being 
an official, is unpaid, and pays, in presents 
to the official next in rank above him, for 
the privilege of making just as much as he 
is able by extortion. He appoints one pris- 


‘oner as kaid or captain of the whole num- 
der confined. This again is a license to rob 


and oppress, in return for which the pris- 
oner kaid pays daily tribute to the door- 
keeper. He keeps order among his fellows, 
distributes water, metes out corporal pun- 
ishment, and extorts tribute in money, food, | 
tobacco, and the like from every prisoner 


possessed of friends to bring him these 


things. The prison itself is a nolsome and 
fetid dungeon of reeking stonework, open 
t public inspection through a loophole at 
which the doorkeeper sits at the receipt of 
bribes. The prisoners, sick and whole, mad 
and sane, melancholy and savage, halt, 
blind, maimed, silent and noisy, all are 
herded together like swine in one dim and 
filthy apartment—a terrible gathering. 
They may smoke—when they have any- 
thing to smoke. They may talk, fight, sing, 
play, or sleep, when and how they. choose. 
They are, many of them, philosophers, and 
all of them fatalieta, and all Moors are 
generous. Hence even friendless prisoners 
take a long while to die. Capital punish- 
ment is practically unknown; but a man 
takes his chances of death in many 
forms; under torture, starvation, and 
the like. In cases of rebellion the govern- 
ment pays as much as 4 pesetas (say, halt 
a crown) apiece for the heads of rebels, the 
which are used, when pickled, to adorn the 
gates ef the capital cities; have been so 
used this year, and will be so used next 
year, if the Moorish government survives so 


Bad Place to Be Rich In. 
Taking it by and large, Moorish life is re- 
markably free from crime, as crime figures 
in the Newgate calendar. One might almost 


add that upon the whole the Moors are an 


innocent and law abiding people. Particu- 
latly when one remembers that they have no 


dJaws—as an Irishman might put it. But the 


Moorish administration is one of the most 
corrupt on earth, and in no other country is 
money, or the desire of it, so emphatically .- 
the root of all evil as it is in this real of 
Mohammed's scion, Abd el Aziz IV. 

“A pretty bad place to be poor in!” you 
might exclaim, when you heard of a man 
and wife tramping twenty miles te market, 
heavily laden, and devoting three days to the 
earning ot about five pence.

Story of Sid Taher’s Death. & 


A new pasha was sent to Tangier, Sid 
Taher Tazzi, an enlightened man as modern 
Moors go. and one related to a Moorish fam- 
lly living in Liverpool. He had the unen- 
viable reputation among Moors of being well 
disposed toward Christians, A fortn.ght att- 
er his arrival in Tangier Sid Taher died, from 
causes unexplained, and was buried. In- 
quests are unknown and post-mortem ex- 
aminations unheard of in Morocco, where 
they would be deemed abominable and sae- 
rilegious acts. I inquired first of one and then 
of half a dozen other Moors as to the real 
cause of the new pasha’s death. This is 
what I was told: 

The original owner of the pasha’s 11 
in Tangier was a Moslem of the Moslems. a 
Moor to the finger ends, and one to whom 
intercourse of any sort with an unbeliever, 
a Nazarene, had. seemed the basest sort of 
blasphemy. He was the creator of that 
famous phrase: The knife for the Hadi 
(Jew); the hook for the N'zrant (Christian).“ 
The hook wes just a hook—a giant fishhook— 
which was kept conveniently fixed over city 


gateways, in order that a believer, when so f 


minded, might take a Christlan to the top 
of the wall and drop him upon the hook, there 
to hang and squirm, impaled, till death did 
him release. 1 recently examined one of 
these hooks at Fez myself; though, to be 
sure, the good old days of their constant 
usage (as a Moor might say) are no more. 

Now this first owner of the palace carried 
his hatred of the infidel with him when he 
was wafted into paradise. Instead of lying 
idly feasting in his especial pavilion there 
he has visited earth every night since his 
death and glanced round his old palace in 
Tangier to see how things were going. 

The most of Tangler's pashas have been 
men whom even the inventor of the hook 
phrase could not have accused of. friendli- 
ness with the unbeliever, or of any tendency 
to take up with western civilization. Then 
came Sid Taher Tazzi, with his enlighten- 
ment, and his opening up of relations with 
the foreign ministers, for all the world as 
though he were a Turk, or even a N’zrani. 
His deceased predecessor, in paradise, en- 
dured the thing for a few days. Then, at 
midnight, he descended upon sleeping Tan- 
gier, stalked gloomily past heavy eyed 
guards, and entered his old palace. Straight 
to the bedside of his unworthy successor 
the old Moslem strode, took him by the 
throat, shook the appalled wretch, and in 
tones of fearful significance bade him be- 
gone from out that place, 

Then the visitor from paradise disap- 
peared, leaving poor Sid Taher Tazzi in an 
icy sweat of terror. The icy sweat contin- 
ued, and within thirty-six hours the new 
pasha passed away, praying despairingly. 
The story may be—what you choose. The 
death, physically unaccounted for, is an 
indisputable fact. I saw the body buried.

GRAVES AND SUPERSTITION. 


People in Illinois Who Fear to Let 
One Stand’ Open Over Night. 


IE superstitions surrounding the buria} 

are many. and one of these prevails in 

Illinois and the west to a marked de- 

gree. It is practically impossible in 

the smaller towns to induce any one 

to permit a grave to be dug the night before 

the funeral. The grave under no circum- 

, stances must be allowed to stand open over 
night. 

In the smaller cemeteries the grave digging 
is often done by friends of the family of the 
deceased, and to ask them to dig the grave 
the night before the burial would be. looked 
upon as nothing short of a personal offense. 
It would mean sure death for the digger 
within the year, and it would mean that the 
dead would not rest in the grave so dug 
contrary to all tradition.

POLITENESS COSTS. 
NATIONS HEAVILY, 


Exchange of Courtesies Between 
Powers of the World a Most 
High Priced. Luxury.

NTERNATIONAL courtesy is one of the 
most expensive of all the costly indul- 
gencés of the world powers, and there is 
apparently no way out of it, as it is an 
essential to the peace of nations. 

The visit.of Prince Henry of Prussia to the 
United States is a good example of the sums 
that are applied to the polite relations of one 
government with another. The little jour- 
ney to this country cost the kaiser some- 
whert in the neighborhood of $100,000, but 
it was considered worth the cost, as it put the 
two nations on a far better footing than they 
were before. 

An Ulustration of the same spirit of court- 
esy ‘is shown in the case of the relief ship 
Resolute, sent out by England in 1852. The 
ship was caught in the fice, and, being iri ex- 
treme danger, was abandoned and was sup- 
posed to have sunk, But two years later it 
was found quite intact by Mr. George Henry, 
an American whaler, who brought * back to 
New Tork. 

Being a derelict, and the British govern- 
ment abandoning fis claim, it became, of 
course, the property of the finder. The 
American government thereupon bought it 
and thoroughly fitted it out at a cost of no 
less than $200,000. Under command of Capt. 
Hartstene it was sent across the Atlantic 
and presented to Queen Victoria. It arrived 
at Southampton on Dec. 12, 1856, Was visited 
by her majesty four days later, and formally 
handed over on the 30th. 

When, twenty-four years later, the old 
ship was broken upga handsome desk was 
made of its timber and sent by the queen as 
a present to the president. It still stands in 
the White house in Washington. 


Loubet's Costly Junket. 
The visit of President Loubet to Russia in 
Apriblast was no cheap matter, either. Both 
An im- 


and put aboard the Montcalm before the 
president sailed. This was put together at 
Crenstadt, and in it the head of the French 
republic gave a luncheon to all the Russian 
royalties. The cost of this building alone 
was $12,000. The presents which the presi- 
dent took with him for the Czar’s little girls 
cost as much more. In Russia the great ex- 
pense was the police precautions.. An 
anarchist plot was vered just before 
the president landed. It is said that between 
$375,000 and $500,000 was the cost of bringing 
up police and soldiers to guard the visitor. It 
is computed that during the last six or seven 
years France has bought $1,800,000,000 worth 
of Russian securities, for which there is lit- 


e or no market outside Paris and Brussels. 


It is to be hoped, for her own sake, that 
France has not paid this gigantic sum ewer 
merély for politeness’ sake. 
Huge Sum to Keep the Peace. 
Just at present Great Britain is running 


up a Big bill for fencing for the sole purpose 


of keeping the good will of the United States. 
The dominion government is out of pocket 
to the extent of $125,000 in such a matter. 


For many years past there have been con- 


stantdisputes between the cattle men of Can- 
ada and those of the United States about an- 
mals which have strayéd across the border 
line. The ter is of just as much concern 
to one country as to the other, but Canada 


has willingly saddled herself with the whole 


burden. She is building a strong wire fence 
some 500 miles in length along the boundary 
line between Alberta and the state of Mon- 
tana, This, it is hoped, will put an end to all 
bad blood. 


The most striking example in recent years 


was the action of the United States when the 


news was received that the island of Mar- 
tinique had been devastated by an earth- 
quake. At the suggestion of President Roose- 
velt _congtess voted the sum of $500,000 for 
the reef of the sufferers, although there 
was no actual precedent justifying the act. 
The stance from the United States was 
given far in advance of that from France, to 
Which the island belonged, and while the 
deputiés were still talking about what to do 
the help from America wason the way. The 
action won the approval of every civilized 
nation in the World, and placed American 


tact far tothe fore. 


Good Will in Time of Famine. 
Another case of American good will was 
shown during the recent famines in India. 
A big subscription was got up among peo- 
ple all over the union to buy wheat for the 
starving Hindoos. No less than $500,000 
was raised from various private sources, and 


6.000 tons of grain were purchased. So far 


the matter had been one of private charity, 
but at that point the government stepped 
in. Congress chartered, at a cost of several 


thousand dollars, the steamer Quito, and 


told the contributors to put their wheat 
aboard it. Rear Admiral Erben was sent 
to see the vessel off from New York, and 
all expenses were paid by the nation. As 
the Quito steamed down the river the 
British and American flags were displayed 
— and hearty cheers given by a great 
cro

DGAR Allan’ Poe's beetle, whose 
scales, hard and glossy, gleamed with 
all the appearance of burnished gold.“ 
has become the most famous insect in 
fiction. There is no more wonderful 
Sn kind than the finding of the 
asure by the ald of this beetle in the story 
of “ The Bug.” 
The party coneiated of thres—the writer, 
Legrand, and the negro, Jupiter—and their 
was a gigantic tulip tree on a lonely 
le land in. the forest. Jupiter was ordered 
to climb the tree, of which the lowest umb 
was sixty feet from the ground; and to as- 
cend to the seventh branch—a dead one. At 
the end was a fileshiese skull nalled to the 
wood. The beetle Legrand ordered to be 
Aropped by a string through the left eye 
hole of the skull, and where it reached the 
ground he planted a peg in the earth. Then, 
running a line from the nearest point of 
the trunk of the tree across this pet.

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FTER all, does Sherlock Holmes de- 
serve the fame he has won as a detec- 
tive? There is at least one distin- 
guished authority on criminal law 
who thinks that the hero of Dr. Wat- 

son is vastly overrated. A. B. Mackenzie pub- 

lishes in the Green Bag an article in which 
the alleged wonders of Sherlock Holmes are 
mercilessly dissected. 

“ Taking up a little while ago for diversion 
the collection of Conan Doyle’s 
detective stories, which, with his Sign of 
the Four,“ made him famous, writes Mr. 
Mackenzie, the writer could not fail to 


perecive how much his character’s methods. 
meant to be those of a clear’sighted, well 
_ disciplined worker,

“Some illustrations of Holmes’ theoriz- 
ing may be adduced to make good the as- 
sertion that quite as liberal a proportion 
of sophistry as logic is there embodied. He 
argues, in one case, from the circumstances 
of a stranger’s hat, which he submits to 
close inspection, not having been, as he 
professes to detect, brushed for weeks, that 
the partner of his bosom has ceased to love 
him. Is it the customary lot of the male 
to find his hat relieved, where needful, of 
accumulations of this kind by a ministering 
Eve, supposing him blest with one? Still 
descanting upon the hat, he maintains that 
candles, and not gas, furnish the medium of 


— 


iumination in its possessor's dwelling, de- 
cause a number of tallow stains adhere to 


the brim; adding the suggestion that he 
walks upstairs at night, probably with his 
hat in.one hand and a tallow candle in the 
other.“ But why take his hat upstairs at 
all, or, if he were in the habit of perform- 
ing this out of the way detail, why put it 
elsewhere than upon his head?

“A noteworthy instance of what strikes 
the writer as distinctly vulnerable argu- 
ment is contained in the story entitled, ‘ The 
Adventure of the Engineers Thumb.’ An 
hydraulic engineer, who had come from Lon- 
don to examine a machine, the purpose of 
which his employer told him was to extract 

*fuller’s earth,“ is, from certain appear- 


ances it presents, forced to the belief that it 


is being put to a questionable use; and on 
hinting this is forthwith, by way of revenge, 
placed underneath it; the machine—which 
is, in reality, employed for towing—being at 
the same time set in motion. A coal oil lamp 
is in the room, standing well under the press. 
After watching. for a few seconds, the terri- 
ble engine of death proceeding on its down- 
ward course, intent upon crushing him, as 
he meditates, to a shapeless pulp. he notices 
a.small panel being pushed backwards at 
one side of the room, the walls of which, it 
is important to know, are bullt of wood, 
though ceiling and floor are of iron. 

“Immediate contact of the machine with 
the floor must be the outcome of its prog- 
ress, in the absence of any metal to be im- 
pressed.

Could 
igniting by any chance follow under the 
circumstances? And, even if such were 
possible, would not the flame have been 
too momentary to allow of its extension to 
the walls? Where, too, would a draft suf- 
ficient to keep it alive come from? 

Wouldn't Hold in Court. 

Looking at them in the mass, as it bo- 
hooves a criticito do, the writer is led to the 
conviction that, were the incidents on which 
they are exercised made to run the gantlet 
of the rules of evidence, nearly all of Hoimes’ 
dialectic efforts would fall short of actual 
demonstration of the point to be settled in 
each case. His present attempt to review 
some of the episodes met with in the career 
of t renowned exponent of the detective’s 

t may be fittingly closed with the state- 
ment that any impression of the marvelous 
and profound,in his estimates becomes per- 
ceptibly weakened by their valuer bearing in 
mind that it is nowise difficult, where there 
is a preconceived solution of a tangle, to suit 
every development to its needs.“

WAYS OF THE COUNTERFEITER. 


He Makes Bogus Cofns in the Barracks 


* While Wearing the King’s 
Uniform. 


| 

Coining the king’s shilling in the kings 
berracks would seem to the uninitiated a 
more than usually hazardous method of pur- 
suing an always more or less risky ealun gc 
It is, nevertheless, a fact that more than one 
maker of base money has ere now detiberate- 
ly enlisted, not for the purpose of forsaking 
his evil ways, but with the double barreled | 
design of hiding his tracks from possibile 
pursuers while carrying on all the time his 

A notorious case in point ig afforded by the 
career of Kent, the at one time well known 
„ King of coiners, who was actually ar- 
rested in a Portsmouth barracks ciad in the 
uniform of a rion-commissioned officer of the 
Royal inniskilling fusileers. 

The man had énlisted—of course, in an 
assumed name—nearly three years previous 
ly, and by good conduct and attention to his 
military duties had risen to the rank of cor- 
poral. Yet all the while he had been busily 
turning out base coins of every description, 
and when his quarters were raided after the 
arrest a perfectly appojnted miniature mint 
was discovered; and scattered about, in dit- 
ferent stages of manufacture, more than a 
thousand pieces of bad money, ranging from 
sixpences to \sovereigns, were brought to 
light by the officer who effected the capture— 
Detective Inspector Fox of Scotland Yard. 

Another similiar but in some respects even 
more remarkable case was that of James 
Clifford, royal artilleryman and “ sovereign 
Sweater.“ This individual had been, in his 
boyhood’s days, apprenticed to a ‘wholesale 
firm of silversmiths and had in that capacity 
learned all about electroplating. Afterward 
he used his knowledge to rob his feliow-work- 
men by * borrowing ”’ the half finished prod- 
ucts of their handicraft and surreptitiously 
immersing them for more or less lengthy peri- 
ods in a private acid bath which he nad fitted 
up in his spare time in a disused attic. 

Being detected, he enlisted in the artillery, 
and, his technical knowjedge securing him a 
position in the armorer’s shop, started 
“ sweating ’’ wholesale money paid in to the 
noncommissioned officer in charge. He had 
@ long inning, but in the end suspicion was 
aroused. Whereupon he deserted, taking 
with him his uniform and a number of bank 
furlough forms which he had secured while 
acting as temporary clerk in the orderly 
room These latter he filled up, forging the 
necessary signatures; and by posing as a sol- 
dier on leave and changing his-lodgings at 
the end of every two months or so he man- 
aged. to completely throw the police off their 
guard, while engaged ali the time in debasing 
the eurrency of the country. He was cap- 
tured at last, though more by a lucky acci- 
dent than through the sagacity of the police, 
and received a well merited sentence of sev- 
penal servitude.—London Tele-

PALACE FOR DOGS — 
ON ROOF OF HOTEL 


Pisblém,of Finding Airy Kennels in 
Heart of Crowded City Success- 
fully Solved by New Yorker. 


| 
HE problem of finding airy and whole- 
some quarters for high class dogs in 
the midst of a crowded city has been 
solved by a New York man who now 
has a kennel of thirty-seven blooded 
bulldogs on the roof of hie hotel. The place 
where they are kept affords almost as many 
comforts as a kennel in the country, and is 
far better) than the dark quarters usually 
occupled by city pets. 5 

The kennels are situated in a room in a 
tower on the hotel roof. This room is ex- 
ceptionally well lighted and is quite sep- 
arate from the remainder of the hotel.’ Both 
sides of it are lined with kennels, one side 
being given up to the hospital group, the 
other being used as quarters. Th. cost of 
the kennels has mounted already td the 
sum of $2,500. Thesurroundings are artistic, 
the woodwork being stained, the walls done 
in green, and hung with pictures, — 

Then there is the medicine chest. This is 
no small soap box with an indifferent bottle 
or two jn it, but an affair stained in green and 
mounted in wrought fron; its shelves filled 
with businesslike looking bottles with te 
labels and rubber corks. Each dog has 
own set of teaspoons. 

All of the dogs have good pedigrees, and 
their owner, Mr. Hari, is proud of a case that 
hangs by the kennels filled wich medals that 
they have won at various dog shows. The 
dog on the roof top keene! is just as free to 
exercise as is the dog that runs about in the 
country. 

A kennel master is always on the roof top 
to look after the animals, and see that there 
are no sudden fevers or colds, that the kennel 
door is not left open, and that the steam heai- 
ed room does not get too hot. Twice a week 
every dog on the place must Be bathed, and 
this is as bad as a days washing. The bath- 
room is just outside the kennel room, and each

“The People’s Own 
Book,” indeed, would be a truer title than 
the ome it bears—“ Annual Report of the 
Board of Regents of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution —but although the name is not ex- 
actly eloquent with promise, yet the same 
volume in the hands of a corps of energetic 
book agents would probably find its way into 
the libraries of a goodly proportion of Ameri- 


The new report—always an event in Wash- 
Angton scientific cir irks the beginning 


of a new centüry for the Smithsohian 

stitution, and is the latest and most com- 
prehensive expression of its twofold purpose 
of increasing learning and diffusing knowl- 
edge among men. The first purpose applies 
to readers already interested in technically 
scientific matters; the second is distinctly 
popuigr, appealing directly to the far larger 
class whose interest is general rather than 
technical. Science in these days is a large 
field, and aside from the reports of the 
various great departments that have grown 
up under the protection of the Smithsonian 
the volume is practically a library of modern 
progress duriag the last year, ranging from 
popular magazine articles on automobiles 
and automobile racing, the aerial experi- 
ments of Santos-Dumont, or the epoch mak- 
ing discovery of wireless telegraphy, to ex- 
pert analysis of such technical subjects as 
recent investigations into gravitation or the 
discussion of bodies smaller than atoms. 


Leader in Science. 

But what is the Smithsonian? The nameis 
familiar enough, but—perhaps for that reason 
—the meaning and purposes of an institution 
established by the United States government 
and, therefore, one in which every citizen 
has, or ought to have, a personal interest, are 
rather hazy in the minds of a good many 
among its millions of proprietors. And this 
despite the fact that it has made Washington 
the center.of a scientific correspondence that 
covers the whole civilized world, and that the 
National museum at Washington, supported 
by the government but managed by the 
Smithsonian, is yearly visited by over a quar- 
ter of a million sightseers. 

In 1829 James Smithson, an Englishuan, 
died in Genoa, leaving his entire estate to the 
United States of America “to found at 
Washington, under the name of the Smith- 
sonian institution, an establishment for the 
increase and diffusion of knowledge among 
men This fortune amounted to between 
half a million and three-quarters of a million 
dollars, a large sum in the period before the 
war, but the trust was accepted by congress 
only after an intermittent ten years’ debate 
of the question: Should or should not the 
United States government accept the unpre- 
cedented position of a guardian to a ward? 
Fortunately the answer was affirmative, and 
an act of congress created an establish- 


ment consisting of high government offi- - 


cers te administer the Smithson fund for the 
benefit of science the whole world over. The 
possible activities of the institution are, 
therefore, limitless. Its board of “ regents, 

as they are called, forms, perhaps, the best 
connecting link in the world between capital 
secking a wise avenue of benevolence and 
science handicapped by lack of money to 
carry on its thousand and one special inves- 
tigations. Even: where the institution cannot 
Girectly oversee scientific expenditure, its 


. authoritative position is in itself a guarantee 


of wise suggestion and advice, whether to the 
donor or to the scientist himself. The re- 
lations of the general government to the 
Smithsonian,” to quote, apropos of this point, 
from its latest volume, are most extraor- 
one may even say unique, since the 
United States solemnly bound itself to the 
administration of a trust. Probably never 
before has any ward found so powerful a 
Stardian.”’ 
Works to Increase Knowledge. 4 
First of all, therefore, the Smithsonian 
to increase learning and diffuse 
knowledge. One of these two abstract prop- 
@sitions has taken concrete form in finan- 
Aal assistance to scientific investigators. 
The second has been attained by a general 
diffusion of sctentific literature, both tech- 
ical and popular, on so stupendous a scale 
that were the packing boxes used in send- 
ing “exchanges” of publications—its own 
and those of other scientific organizations— 
from the United States to foreign coun- 
tries during a single year piled up one on top 
ot another they would make a column that 
— now tower e as high as the 
Washington monument. 

But ie Smithsonian has naturally become 
assoclated with other work of a more strictly 
natlonal character provided by national 
appropriations and intrusted by the gov- 
ernment to its ward as the body best 
Situated to carry it to a successful 
conclusion. In this way it has de- 
come identified with the important task of 
studying the aborigines of our own conti- 
nent, through the bureau of ethnology, and 
with the management.of the ‘great astro- 
physical observatory, the national museum, 
and the national 206 at Wash-

are not ordinarily exciting read- 


ing, yet it is hardly necessary to say that all 


these interests brought together in a single 
volume make an exceptional publication— 
the more so at a period when scientific prog- 
ress, taking such practical form as improved 
means of transportation, lighting, and com- 
munication, is a matter to appeal to the curi- 
osity of everybody. For that matter the 
Smithsonian report is really only about one- 
sixth report; the remaining five-sixths 
are a general appendix of miscellaneous pa- 
pers, the authors of which include such men 
as Marconi, Fournier, the famous French 
automobilist; Rear Admiral Melville of the 
United States navy. Albert Bigelow Paine, 
or Sir William J. Herschel. Altogether this 
appendix contains somie fifty: articles, many 
of.them from popular as well as scientific 
magazines. and periodicals, nearly all pro- 
fusely illustrated with pictures ranging from 
a comparison of the largest and smallest 
eggs to the final scene in a great French au- 
tomobile race. The average reader has seen 
“ profusely illustrated volumes in which 
the illustrations consisted of a frontispiece 
and a decorated capital, but in this case the 
expression embraces no less than 179 illustra- 
tions, some of them beautiful examples of 
the modern art of color printing. Knowledge, 
that is to say, is taken in its broadest sense. 
and modern intelligence, as represented by 
the ordinarily well informed individual, is 
credited with an interest sufficiently diversi- 
fied to include not only the latest develop- 
ment of the submarine boat but also the 
peoples that once inhabited our continent, 
the possible improvement of the human race 
under existing conditions, the result of a 
century’s study of meteorites, or an essay 
on the im we of the sea in the life of 
nations. One of the more popular articles, 
for example, is a study of the national zoo by 
Ernest Thompson Seton, which is reprinted 
from a leading magazine, accompanied by 
all the original illustrations from the brush 
and pencil of this famous portrayer of ani- 
mals. 


Wide Range of Topics. 


Here one may read about the newest dis- 
coverieés in astronomy; the exploration of 
the atmosphere by means of: kites, one of 
the most interesting recent scientific experi- 
ments; the latest investigations into the 
Xray: wirel telegraphy; transatlantic 
telephoning; the invention of the telephono- 
graph, an application of the telephone that 
is already delivering the daily news to nu- 
merous subscribers in some European cities; 
color photography; the history and mech- 
anism of motion pictures; American emi- 
grant diamonds—diamonds found where 
the mineralogist wouldn't expect them, that 
is; forest destruction and irrigation; the 
traps used by the American Indian; fire 
walking in Tahiti; the dinosaurs, or terri- 
ce native to this continent; 
ventures of the submarine 


Room for Children. 


One of the most delightful articles in the 
volume is, about the Children's Room,“ 
where Dr. S. P. Langley, the secretary and 
executive of the Smithsonian, has devoted 
a part of the space at his command to the sole 
pleasure of the small fry, who are still a 
long way from the ballot box. Here the in- 
stitution, forgetting for a moment the serious 
business of corresponding with learned so: 
cleties in Europe, Asia, and Africa, to say 
nothing of the other continents, sets itself 
to the task of amusing and interesting the

7. The cases are arranged,” says the author, 
Albert Bigelow Paine, in an account that 
originally appeared in St. Nicholas, but 
now adapted, with exquisitely colored pic- 
tures, to the uses of the Smithsonian report— 
just “as a child would wish them, and he 
will begin, perhaps, with those on the left as 
he enters—the cases of the birds.

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Some Curious Birds. | 

„ne small observer passes on. Some 
Curious Birds’ come next, and he must see 
them even it he has to come back to the 
bald eagle and the condor and the different 
sized owls and by. He wonders and 
laughs, too, at the curious birds. Truly 
they are a funny lot. Some of them have 
fans that fold. Others have veils, aprons, 
crowns, lappets, armor, and what not. cS 
toucan has such an absurd big bill. | 
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black skimmer’s flat bill is set the wrong 
way. A queer paradise bird has one tall 
where it should be, besides two long tails that 
are half saw and half feather, and thatstart 
from behind his ears. Then there is a row 
of little bat parrakeets that sleep with their 
heads hanging down. The child wonders 
why the blood doesn't run to their heads, 
and how the umbrella bird can see through 
the thick tangle of his head covering. Al- 
most all the curious birds have funny at- 
tachments, something they don’t seem to 
need—all except the poor apteryx from Aus- 
tralia, who has much less than he should 
have, because he is left over from some un- 
developed age, with paltry, half formed 
feathers and no wings at all. The child 
pities the apteryx, he looks so timid and 
sorry—and the card tells us he is often killed 
by dogs, because he cannot fly. He is so dif- 
ferent from his fine neighbor, the laughing 
jackass, whose expression is always humor- 
ous, amd who seems always about to make 
merry with the whole queer lot.“ 


Preserve Types of Animals. 


In like manner, too, one reads in the report 
the lack of American dollars is affecting the 
National Zobjogical park, especially in han- 
dicapping it in its primary object of pre- 
serving types of all our native animals. The 
criticism is often made that the National 
park has been treated by congress rather 
as a District of Columbia affair than as a 
matter of national scope and importance, 
and the actual purpose for which it was 
founded has been so thoroughly neglected 
that those most interested in the preserva- 
tion of native American wild animals have 
seen several become extinct almost before 
their eyes. Many others of the larger of 
these animals, indeed, have already prac- 
tically disappeared, and it seems likely that 
all opportunity of preserving the few exam- 
ples that remain will soon have passed 
away. In the park itself, Mr. Langley says, 
the elephant house, a small wooden shed 
that needs no description to thousands who 
have seen it, is reported in need of repairs 
to keep it from falling to pieces. New bird 
and reptile houses are needed, to say noth- 
ing of a cage for eagles. The birds chosen 
as the emblem of the nation mope in a rickety 
pen, without room for flight, and constantly 
in danger of injuring their feet by pounding 
down upon their perches. And the only 
pond available for the seals and sea ＋ 
is so muddy that captivity cannot / even 
alleviated by a swim without injury to their 
eyes. Specimens have come in faster than 
the growth of appropriations necessary to 
provide room for them, and what will be 
done about it still remains for the consid- 
eration of future congresses. 


Handicapped by Lack of Money. 

With all these matters of interest to make 
us feel proud of our Icading scientific insti- 
tution, however, there is unfortunately an- 
other side to the shield. Few realize how 
seriously and how often its work is handi- 
capped by lack of money. The condition is 
most obvious in the crowded rooms of the 
museum itself and the inadequate accom- 
modations which the National park provides 
for many of the animals in the zoo. The 
National museum of the whole United 
States, for example, has ah average of but 
seven-tenths of one cubic foot for the dis- 
play of each specimen, while the American 
Museum of Natural History in New York 
City has something over sixteen cubic feet. 
The New York museum has, in other words, 
38,000,000 cubic feet of space in which to 
exhibit 2,300,000 specimens; the National 
museum in Washington has 3,600,000 cubic 
feet in which to display 4,994,672 specimens. 

The appropriations for the National mu- 
eum have increased so much more slowly, 
Mr. Langley also points than the co!lec- 
tion of specimens that the sum of 51,000, 
considered in 1896 hardly adequate to care 
for 5,130 specimens, did like duty in 1901 
for 20,925. The number of specimens has 
increased five times, while the amount of 
money appropriated has not been doubled’ 
Perhaps the reason is that to many con- 
gressmen a museum is still primarily a 
place to which school children may be taken 
by their teachers on half holidays for mere 
amusement, or because the position of the 
museum as a national institution may nat- 
urally have put it out of the financia! run- 
ning in an age when scientific institutions 
the object of private bene vo- 
ence.

Exploding Mines. 


An illustration was made also of the device as an agency 
for exploding mines.

When the current was discharged it was arrested by a special 
receiver buried with the bombs and conveyed through the 


thick copper rods.

the charge. By such a method a mine could be employed in 
the midst of an enemy with no connection between the mine 
and the force which exploded it. a 

As another example of the uses of the method in war the

Simply clasping the hands on the lap, crossing them, lay- 
ing them on the arms of a chair, are easy ways to dispose of 
them while one is convefsing.
